= and Dutch, Buween the fifty fourth and fifty fift Paragraths Following 
(that noe Peace Should prejudice the grant before ſatis» 
fation made tothe parties)was a clauſe unwſnall, inſerttd by ſurpriſe , and 
o0/ght not to be obligatory. He bad forgoten that the Patent paſſed through his 
gwne Office , [o worded when he Was Sobicitor Generall Anno 1665, tranſatitd 
by Mr. Gilbert Crouch for the ſignet Office, and Privy Seal (bo paytd 
all the fees pon Mr. Carevv s account ) after many debates about the ſaid 
danſe with the Lord Chancelour Hyde, who was convinced at LaF , that it 
onght to paſi ſo ( as a partitular Right) for divers rtaſons that would ſa» 
#isfie all men of ſence and confidtration. The Hollanders an inſolent people 
that lived wpon the Spoyles of all nations , and had laid thiir Foundations 
in bloud and treachtry, at Amboyna, Pollcron, Mallacca, Battavia, £76. 
Taſtified themſelves in all thoſe wickrd aFtons anp pratiiſes by Stutral tricks ff* 
Evaſions. Vnder pretence that the English either ſung ht to undermine them , of 
that they traded with their Entmits and afjiSed thim with men and «eArmes 
or Other (ontra band Goods, They ntwir confeſſed themſeluts guilty of any 
Spoyles and depredations btfore this caſe of the Bona Fſperanza, Which they 
had ſtipulated to ſatisfie by the treatyeAnno 1662. eAfter an open confeſſion; 
Fe flitution muff naturally Fellow according to the LaW1 of Chriſtianity. The 
Patent Speaks for it ſelfein playne Englizh, and wants no further Arguments 
for its owne defence , then what are contained therein. Theyfore ( all cincaums 
ſtances confidered) None but Hollanders , or Perſons livitig by Spoyls tan 
3magint, what they may break through atts of Parlament , trtutits, Hipnlas 
t10ns, Oaths Covenants, and the very Laws of Common Humanity, it cannot 
be ſuppoſed, but that Miſt certainly it was intended that the Debt and Dae 
mages of 151612. Þ. Sterling Should be ſatisfied or recovered, her wiſe the 
grant bad not Paſſtd ( So Pent'd ) through thoſe oreat offues of the Highe/# 
truf? in the Kingdome , whertby it became a Lay unalterable , of which the 
States and their [ubjef} are to take Notice autainely, Bung the onely dts: 


lquidated aud aſtertainied for ſatisfafion df reparation. "All other proceſs at 
Lav, runs in th: Kings nam? to Judzrments decrees , Executions, and Ex» 
teuts vpon Debts, Trontrs , and Treſpaſſis ( as Atﬀts of Protho- 
notaries, Attorntys, Cle ks 2c. ) without the Kings Knowlagt, and yet untill 
Satisfaftim, art !rrtvocable. But this Patent*being an A of the kings 
owne ; The Warrant, and Bill, both Paſſing vnder his figne manual, 
grounded upon the Laws of Nations , and divers Atts ct Parlament , 
whereby His Majeity & his Miniſters had inveſted the grantees with 
that intereſt towards repayring the families of Sir William Courten and 
Sir Paul Pyndar Whoſe memories were then' pretious, and many 0+ 
thers that had ſuffered deeply for the crown of England, divers mem- 
bers of Parliament concerned as their Heires and Executors being 
very vſefull to his Majeſty, and his Royall Highnes, even by appea- 
ring Vigourouſly in this cauſe, and parting With their monies pro- 
portionably in ſo many millions granted to the King for Royall Ayds.

Ind Reader , when you have breifly peruſed this caſe , pleaſe ſo make a 

retroſpect into the 49, th and 54.th paragraphs, The friſt containing Mr, 
Carews Aſfidauit. and the other Sr, Robers Sawyers inſirument of refination, and then be« 
hold with patience and conſideration ( «i bonum ) the furrender of the Letters 
Patents into the Kings hands ; is to be made, withour any farisfaftion as the in. 
ſtrument, ſounds it , Foz excluding and debarring the the grentes and Enther of them from any 
benefits advantage or pretente whatſoever of for or #20 hing the premiſes Sr. Robert Sawyer would 
not onely ſubvert the Courſe of the old law, bur rake the boldnes of making a 
new one, to ſupply his owne defefts ; by the ſame ruleno man can be lafe, 
that holds any thing of Honours,or Eſtate by Parent from the crowne. Reaſon of ſta- 
te by this inſtrument hath not left the leaſt Room or Corner for the Parentees, 
or creditors, to Expect or hope for any thing, even rowards the vaſt Charge 
and Expences in proſecuting ſuch a cauſe of {poyles & depredations , laying aſ- 
{yde the original loſs and Damages. Surely this inſtrument was never ſounded at 
the Councell table ; Thoſe perſons of Honour and juſtice have more Charity and 
goodnes , then Arturneys and Solicitors , that in ſtead of bread would give us 
a ſtone , and in ſtead of a fish give us a ſerpent , never conſidering that the 
Hollanders are bound by the grant, whoſe cryme cannot be expiated withour re- 
ſtirution and ſatisfaction to the perſons inrerefled and injured.

the leaſt atrempr of ſpoyling the Subjects of ſoe great and foe generous a Prince 
as Charlssthe Second King of England Storland Frente and Ireland &c. ET 


Queen Ehkzaberh gave it in Charge to all her Privy Councellors ludges and 
other Miniſters and Officers of State and juſtice , that they should have a care 
of her Honour & Reputation both at home and abroad , holding it for a great 
Maxime of State , thar to preſerve the peace of a nation, was ro preſerve the 
Honour , the Iuſtice, and the Equity of a nation. King Henery the 4. th of France 
that moſt vailliant and renowned Prince had this Morro ingraven in ſtone over his 
Effigi snpon ſeverall of the ſtate houſes in the great Cirties of France. 
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The Egiptiens reprehended and punished the Miniſters and officers for all things 
that the King did amiſs, and contraryto law, Princes afting by thoſe men that 
are ze{ponſable ro the law, Soveraignes being only under the direCtive and not 
the coercive power thereof.

There areſome prerenders to the Law, that would have the ſaid Letters Patents/ 
and grant for the recovery of 151612. |. Sterling by way of Repriſalls, ro goe 
under the notion of a bare comnuſhon at pleaſure , and not a grant and intereſt 
in law, ſince the ſayd Patent paſled in time of warr. Any man thar hath a right 
unto another mans goods for debts contracted, or treſpaſles & injuries comit. 
red , hath nor an intereſt to rake or {cize a pennyworth of his goods towards 
ſatisfaction. Burt the damages being once allirrained by proceſs & Judgement of 
law an intereſt is thereby created, and cowpled with an Authority to levy the 
fayd debt and damages, as in this caſe of Repriſalls, rhe moſt ancient proceſs of 
the world , agreeable to naturall juſtice, and warranted by the laws of God & na- 
tions , and Even practicable in many Counties of England to this day, 


W arr, or noe warr, is not the point, this proceſs had been depending one 
and twenry years , ever {ince the | av & depredations were commuirred , and 
proſecuted de die in diem at vaſt Expences foure years rogether before the grant 
palled , which made it a particular right unavoydable : Bare Comiſſions are ob- 
rained without any of thoſe circumſtances a foreſaid , and ſuch grants acquired 
upon thoſe conſiderations for Repriſalls, are transferrable as other goods, Judg- 
ments, or ſtarutes, And the —_ thereof are obvious, for that many times the 
Coſts & charges ( by meeting with perverſe and obſtinate parties ) Exceed the 
principall demands, which conſtraines the perſons impoyerished to aſfſigne their 
intereſt ro others rhat are able to right them ſelves by the force of the grant Ir.

tes, Shall haye the law of marque or Repriſalls withour fraud: or delay,now when 
the perſons greived have made their complaints , and proſecured the ſame gradatim 
in aſlertaning their loſſ and dammages , by due meaſures , and conſequently 
obtained alegall grant for farisfation as in this caſe of Carew <> the Eaſt India Compa- 
nye. Ir is out of the Kings power, and become a perlonall right and intereſt in- 
deſpenſable, The King hath noe more to doe or ſay in the cafe, bur ro ſee farisfa- 
&ion and reparation made accordingly proconſequentia. Otherwiſe I ſay againe, noe 
man can be ſafe in his Eſtare or property.

rall ſhips ;and their lading by Arbitrary Warrant and orders , out of the legall. 
poſſeſion of the ſayd Carew and his ſ{evants, 


The king had obliged himſelf, by his grant purſuant to the law , that there 
ſhould be ſarisfaftion and Reparation 1n this cale againſt the F-ft Ina company of 
the Netherlands, Yer Sr. Rolert Sawyer the Attorney Gcnerall would ground #2 [cre fae 
t45 upon a Sandy foundation to repeale the ſayd Lerters Parents withour any re= 
ſtirurion, Whercin he recites tle spoyles and depredations, and the grant quovjane 
ad ſatisfatiendum , then makes a noyle of treaties of ſtate , proclamations and [nperfe 
deas, but not a word of ſatisfaction , and concludes thar the . Letters Parents are 
null and' voyd , by force of the treaty at Breda and ought to be broughtinto Court 
ro be cancelled, commanding the sherife of Midleſex to ſummon Turner and Carew, 
to appear in Eaſter rerme 1681. to shew cauſe ro the contrary, if they could , why 
they Should nor be brought into Court and. vacated accordingly. 


Wereupon Turner and Carew, appeared and pleaded that they had not recovered 
nor received any fatisfaCtion or reparation , either by the wair, or by the $00000, 
Pattacones or by any other ways or means whatſoever. That the king was nei- 
ther ſurpriſed or deceived in the ſayd grant. Therefore by the Jaws of England, 
the Letrers Patents ought not to be repealed or revoked ; Wherevnto the Atrorney 
generall demurred generally , an iſlvue being joyncd the 26. th of May 168 2. as 
aforeſayd, The Lord Chancelour Fin:h ſtood vp ( who would be both judge and 
party ) in giving Judgment for the king , without hearing any councell of the 
Other ſyde ; The Attorney General: and the ſolicitor Generall , having moved 
for Judgment without any other Arguments for it, bur that it concerned. the: pu. 


blicer. 


Nevertheleſs the Lord Chancelor, informed the court, that 
he had peruſed the record, and ſtudicd the caſe , ( whercin 
he might have ſeen a groſs and fatall error inthe ſecond lyne of 
the ſcire facias ) Which cheifly depended ypon the laws of Na- 
tions , and cited ſome preſidents ont of the Parliaments 
of Paris, and Montpilier , concerning the force of Letters of 
ſafe condut againſt Letters of Reprifalls, and after many 

 Impertinences different from the caſe , declared his opinion 
that the ſayd Letters Patents should be brought into Court 
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to be cancelled , and wk ol the Epglish ſyde that the 
defendents Turnor and Carew ( who had pleaded onely on the 
larrine ſydes ) should bring in all duplicates and Exemplifi- 
cations jn the hands of other men , under ſeal to be cancel- 
ted allthough impoſſible for them to doe, and thenext-da 

after, his Lordshipp of his owne accord, ordered Mr. «Attor= 
ney Generall to have a care of drawing vp the ſayd judgment 
according to law, and directed Mr. Aaron Pengry , the clerk 
of the Pettibagg to Excmplifie the whole record , and trans- 
mitt jt 2s a ſpeciall memoriall and preſident , to the Aerci- 
naries at the Admiralty conrt, who takes it altogether for Lay, 
that the King may doe his pleaſure with his owne grants. 


If I be not Miſtaken the Lord Keeper Finch , Lately 
created Earle of Nottingham was Ever accounted a 
better Orator then a. Lawyer, 


The Lord Cooke in hu inflitutes , concerning the juriſdition of 
Courts obſerves that 4 Scire Facias ont of the high Court of Chancery 
lyes properly in three caſes , to reptale or make voyde Letters Patents 
conder the great feale of England ( whereof Carews caſe is none ) 
The fir? it when two patents are paſsed onto two ſeveral perſons for 
one and the ſame thing, in that cafe the firſt Patentee ſhall have a Scire 
Pacias to repeale or make Toyd the latter; The ſecond is when the 
king opon falſe ſngerſtions is furpriſed or deceived in his grant ; 3, | 
when the king hath paſſed that by Patent , which by law be cannot 
grant. In theſe two laſt caſes ,, the Attorney Generall may. bring 4 
Scire Facias to repeale the ſayd Letters Patents, and the reaſons ar 
alla very obviows unto all man kind > becanſ; Nothing lezally talſed 
by thoſe gralts. 


If the Patentees in this cafe 1adE ither recovered, or received [ative 
faion by compoſition , for the ſayd debt and dammage ( which is 
matter of fa tryable by a Iury ) Sr. Robert Sawyer might have 
brought his buſmes into a narrower compaſs , or if he had any mind 
to preſerve the kings honour and the juſtice of his Courts of Record, he 
enight have made kind overturres to the parties gretved , Who would 
have been more flexible , ( for his Majeſtzes ſervice ) then he is juſt, 
Either to his King , or Country. 


eAnd if the Lord Chamelor, had been well acquainted with the 
Hiſtory or Irs of France , his Lord ſhipþ might have informed the 
Court of two or three Preſidents , nearer hand then Montpilier for 4 
confirmation,that Soveraign Princes are obliged to obſerve and kep ſacred 
the laws of their Crowne. 


In the Cittie of Boxlogn , and County of Boylleznets , with the dependencies all 
the inhabirans there clayming certain Priviledges , Freedomes and Exemprions 
peculiar to themſclves in regard of their ancient renures by docing ſaire and ſer- 
Vice to their lords, which were injoyed many hundred years rogerher, before that 
Viſcormty was annexed to the Crowne of Franze, A Controverhe arole in the year 
"2680. between the Cittizens of Bunlogn and Matthew Gonrtiade , and the reſt of the 
Farmers of falr and other Gabells of Picardie', purſuant ro an ordinance and grant 
T0 the Farmers from the French King and his CouncelL 


Yerr the Cittizens and people of Boullogojirefuſed ro pay the ſame. Then ſeverall 
quarterly payments being paſt, the ſayd Farmers came with Soldgzers by way of 
zeprifalls , raking their plate and goods to the value of their demands, according to 
the Kings ordinance, Whereupon theMayor , ſhceifs, and Citizcens of Boullogn, Com- 
playned to the Parliament of Pari: for. releife againſt rhe ſayd farmors, where Jud- 
gnment was given againſt this preſent knig and his farmors , in favor of the ſaid 
Cirtizens , parſuant to former Letters Patents , vpon the reaſons following which 
I hayc here incerted in french from the originall record.

Here follows another Preſident. Mande Dutchieſs of Brabant and Counteſs of 
Boylloignoss died withour Ifſue , andleft the ſaid County, to Robert © ome de Auver- 
gne as Heyre at law ro his Aunt , who treated the people both of the Cirtie and 
County with great Kindnes, and reſpe& mayntaning their old Cuſtomes and Pri- 
vileges. The Govenment whereof having continnued in the ſayd family vnrtill 
the year 1478. that Bertrand de /a Tour Counte de Avergene and Beulluizn Exchanged 
the ſame with Lows the 11, King of France, for the Seigneurie of Lauragais. Promiſing 
that noe other taxes Aydes nor gabells ſhould be layd vpon the Cirtie and County 
of Boulloignoi: then what was vſually payd by the people ro their Ancient Lords before 
the Country was annexed to the Crowne of Fane which Lomis the 11, confirmed 
by his Letters Patents vnder the great feale of France accordingly, and that Every 
King of France ſacceſſively ſhould give a Golden heart to the value of 6900. li- 
vers when he comes to the Crownas a Fee or Hommage (to the Carhedrall Church 
in Bexll-ign ) dedicarcd ro the virgin Mary towards the ornament or repayer of that 
Church for the grear Miracles done by her interceſſion, 


Bur this preſent King , and Lexis the 13, his father , having forgotten to give 
the ſayd Golden hearts or value thercof according to the Lerters Pattents of Lows 
the 11, inrolled vpon record, The Dean and prebends of Baulloign and the inbabi- 
rants of the Cirty madean arreſt by formall proceſs at Law,vpon the Kings Treaſury 
and obtained ſentence alſo in the Parliament ar Paris ag1inſt chis preſent King for 
12000, livres. Which fayd ſentence was performed and ingraven in marble ypon 
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the back ſyde of the High Alter in the Karhedrall Church in BouNlogy as a me- 
moriall to hgnihe that Princes are to keep ſacred and inviolable their grants by 
Letters Patents paſſed vnder their great ſcales,

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There was lately a Reprize out of Benll:ign vpon a Smaller circumſtance, The 
Treaſurer to the Queen of Fraxce finding that the Cirtie of Boulloten was in arrear 
tryo hundred Luadores which 1s 1 5 ©. l. ſterling or there abours dve to the Ouneer 
for Pins. There being a law in Frawe that every Cittie according to the grandure 
thereof , pays proportionably a certaine ſumm of money aſlefled ro the Queen 
for Pins , which becomes due ro her ypon the Mariage with the French Knig. 
Bur the Citizens, of Bonlloinz thinking them ſelves Exempt from payment thereof 
cefuſed ro ſatisfic the ſame , notwithſtanding it had been ofren demanded by the 
Queens recelvours, 

One. 10h Nowell a Cittizens ſonn of Boylloizy being come into Paris vpon his 
fathers occaſion , was arreſted there for the money due to the Queen for Pins , 
and dyed in priſon by way of repriſall for non payment thereof, within few 
years afrcr 0aC Monicur Conrire a lodger in Bowliogne having a procels vpon an 
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Appeale to the Parliament of Paris, was arreſted there for the Queens Pin Mo: 
ney, and after he had layne ſome moneths in priſon , being advitcd by his Coun. 
cell ro pay te money, with neceſſary charges , he did it accordingly, W here« 
upon th. Queens Councell promiſed to afhit him in the recovery thereof from the 
Cirtic of Buu;logn , for that they had formerly in ſtead of Pins , payd aydes to their 
Lords for their Daughters Mariage portions. Then Cenre brought his ation 
againſt the Cirizens , and recovered his principall intereſt and charges by a fen.. 
tence at law , which coſt the Citrizens of Bowlloizz aboue 500. |, Sterling , that the 
were forccd ro pay vpon an aſſeſinent amongſt themſelyes, otherwiſe their borſeg 
and Cowes had bcen driven away , or their houſes filled with ſoldgiers for the 
performance thereof. All which money was levyed and payd within theſe rwo 
years laſt paſt, Any man for his further fatisfa&tion in theſe particulars may have

And the Indges 
being [worne to doe Equall law and right to all the kings (ubjefts 
rich and po-re, Reaſon of State would take away the force ofaltReligion 
and law, if ſuch praftiſes were allowatle to ſubvert foundamentalls , an4 
the Very courſe of nature in God Almighties providence, As if the 
Earth were not ſufficient for the preſervation of all mankind, but that 
Jome perticuler men muſ} periſh while their bread is taken away , nat 
onely to preſerve the lives of others, but to multiply and increaſe their 
ſhores, as in the caſe of the Pattacones which :ys heavy at the lord 
Latimer's dare and other Miniſters of ſlate that ſigned the laſt Treaty 
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Pith the Hllanders in the year 1 6 7 4, That after for much Loud 
and treaſure h41 bees Exhauſt:d out of Engliſh mens fydes and purſes, 
they would fufſer Even two thrid parts of thoſe 800000. Parttacones 
to be taken from the Common atk of England, tv znrih a Franzer 
that had reaped the Cheife benefitt of that W arr, and leave thoſe En- 

lich men Without any reſtitution , whom the king in his grant, had 
arclared himſelfe to be Concerned in Juſtice and honar to ſee them ſatis 
feed and repayred.

meſly or juſtice , of the greateſt levy , Cruel, impatient , gluttenous , proud , andattons , Cove» 
8uous , far for handy firooks, and ſuddune Execution , vnableto carry on a warr with Ind-m-nt. 
This booke 7 have ſeen with much regret , tranſlated out of the French origin«ll into ſeveral 
Jangnages to the great dihonor an reproach of England. Alt -ough the Author was much 
miſtaken in bu mtelliger.e and layin; a ſeantall rgow the whole netron , for the faults and 
- Miſdemeaners of 4 few unworthy perſons. 
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After the great conflagration in the citty of Lonaon, by the moſt dreadfull fire, 
It was the wiſdome and juſtice of the houſe of Commons , to prepare ſeverall 
clauſes and proviſoes in the bill brought in for rebuilding the Cirrie ; That par- 
ticularmens ground. should not be taken away for meliorating of the ſtreers and 
publique paſlages with our farisfaftion from the publique purſe, or ſome other 
founde, Wherefore they provide a banck of money by att of Parliament for thar 
purpoſe, out of new Caſtle Coles vied for fires in the Cittie of London ro make 
compenſation to particular men whoſe landmarkes were to be removed for the 
good of the generality. I could inſtance diverſe Examples , where men made ad- 
vantages of it, | will onely make mention of rwo or three for all the zeſt , rhar had 
more money given for their ground raken away , then the houſes and groun

The roſe Jnn at Helb9:z- bridge where a parte of the yard and ſtables being ra- 
ken away to inlarge the Flezr ditch; The proprietor thereof had goo pounds payd 
him for it, which built his whole houſe ; for the ground of two mall Corner 
houſes, wholy taken away,the one to inlarge Hony lam: markett by milke (treer, and 
the orher ro inlaige Kin! ſtreet gocing ro Guild Hall , the proprietors whereof had 
double the money thar the il. were worth when thay were ſtanding. And 
yert theſe men were nor judges and parties themſelves, in an Arbitrary way. It

In the Exchequer oragtif: , had nothing to ſay at the Chancery barr againſt Carews 
righr, or why he $should not be ſatisfied and repayred, bur that it concerned the 
publick, whether he intended the publique Trealury in the Exchequer; or the publiq 
jultice of a Parliament , or the publique ſtock of the Eſt Intis Company of the 
Netherlands he did not Explaine himelfe. 

However the ſayd Carew and all other proprietors are adviſed to keep the Ori. 
gnall Letrers Patents , vnder the great (eale of Enzlanl, and all the Excmplifca- 
tions and Duplicates thereof vnder ſeal, ro make vie of as opertunity ſerves, yntill 
the debt and damages be fully ſatisfied and recovered , with all incident Colts and 
charges, Yer if a Parliament of Enzland $hall not think it reaſonable and jult, ro 
queltion the irregular and indire&t practiſes and proecedings of thole Miniſters 
and oſh-ers aforelayd, bur that Cerew ought ro ſurrender the layd Lerrers Patenrs 
into the Kings hands ( all circumſtances conſidered ) withour any farisfaQtion or 
reparation, J am. confident that both he and all the Creditors legarees and 0- 
thers claywing vnder him would ſubmict themſelves ro their judgment and de- 
termination, notwithſtanding the ſayd Lerrers Patents are grounded vpon the laws 
of nations, and all thoſe ſeverall a&s of Parliament in E4ward the thirds time, 
H:n:ry the 4. Henery the 5, and Edward hr 4 —_— made ſtarures of the realm, 
for releife of the ſubje&t3 of Enzlant ſpoyled ar ſea by the ſubjects of other Princes 
and ſtares; Alrhough there can-not be found the like Prefident fince the crea- 
tion, that a publique peace was ever purchaſed art the charge of particular men, or 
by money taken our of a particular mans purſe, 

I have merr with two other objeftions which muſt be an{wered, then I $hall 
conclude this diſcours wirh the carraCters of Sr. William Conrien and Sr. Paul Pyn« 
der , leauing the particulars of their perſonall Eſtates with you, who are the moſt 
competent Judges thereof, haveing ſuffered more rhen two hundred thouſand pounds 
ſterling , vnder their misfortuyes, beſides what is comprehended , in the fayd 
Letters Parcurs for repriſalls, 


Obje&. 1. That other Englizh men have ſuffered by the Hol- 
lanters an Zealanters, an periicularly by the Eaſt and welt India 
Comanies of th: Netherlands , and y:u could never obtaine 
fuch Letters Patents for Repriſails , as the Creditors of Courten 
an1 Pyndar have done. * 

Object. 2. That many perti.ular perſons and Fammilies in 
England' are impovernhed by the Bantkers , who lent their mo» 
nies to the crowne , ſince the kings reftoration, yets the Parhamens 
would never confider their loſs and Damages. _ 
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Anſw : As to the firſt, Its true F Lun were great liſts of pretended loſſes and 
Damages brought in both by the English and Dutch before Commiſſioners ſoone 
after the kings reſtoration ; The EFa(t imdia Company of Hullend claymed ſeverall 
Millions of money for Damages, by their shipps goeirg a bout by $:e:land home- 
ward from the Faſt iniie:, for fear of being ſeizcd or arreſted by the English in 
the Channell. And the English likewiſe demanded great Damages from the Hol- 
landers, for obſtrufting them in their trade both in the Faſt Inwes and Tukey, hin- 
dring their shipps from Comming into ſeverall ports , and for ſeverall other ran- 
counters; But none ever had ſuch {poyies at noon day as Conrten an4 Pyndar to be 
robbed of their goods, and their shipps taken from them in the face of the ſunn 
nor did Ever any. perſon proſecute them for the recovery thereof as Mr, Carew 
hoth done. Vizilaniibus & non dormentitus ſubveniunt jura, 

Anſw : to the ſecond, Irs granted, the misfortunes of thoſe are yery great that 
lent their monies to the Gold{miths, but nor to be named in the day with Courtens 
or Pyn4ars and their Creditors , nor to be brought into the liſts of their complaynrs. 
Sr. William Courten and St. Pani Pyndar were men of vaſt and clear Eſtates of their 
owne, not gotten by the Crowne, (they were noe ſuch musbromes ) but broughr 
their ſubſtance into Erglent, a long with themſelves , acquired by their Honeſt in- 
duſtry and indeavors in trade and comerce. They advanced and lent their monies 
to the late King Charles and King lames his father vpon bare intereſt , and toke vp 
monies ypon their creditr at bare intereſt, They Supplyed the Crowne vpon Emer- 

ent occalions , for releife of the Quecne of Bokeana and her children, Expeditions 
into Ireland, Releife of Rochell, ſupport of Ambaſſadors in Forraign Parts, and other 
ordinary charges of the Crowne without any other proſpects of Advantage , then 
bare intereſt , yerr both principall and inereſt for the moſt part, is owing to this 
day. Their other moneys were imployed in trade, by Exporting yearly the manu- 
factures of the Nation, for returnes in bullion of which the who Kingdom reaped 
the bencfitr, 
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The Carrafter of Sr. William Conrten, 


N the year 156 7. the Father and mother of the ſayd Sr. William Conrten having 

fledd from Meencn in Flanders to the Cittie of Londen ſor protection of their hi- 
ves and. Eſtates in the time of Duke de Alva, they bredd their fonn William a Mer- 
chant and ſent him ar firſt as a factor for the lynnen trade tro Harlem , where he 
married the Daughter and Heyre of Mr. Perer Cr:mmeling , a very rich. Merchant 
of that place, with whome he had ſixty thouſand pounds Sterling , whereof 
he was injoyned to lay out 50090. to purchaſe lands in En:land , to (cle vpon 
his onely ſonn by her, ( v-hercof she was delivered in Londen) named Peter Cour- 
zen; whom king lames made one of the firſt ranck of his Baronerts, and afterwards 
the ſayd Sr.. Peter Courten married with the Lord Sranncps Daughter bur died wi- 
thour iſſue, leaving the Eſtate in Lands, to his father Sr, 14/iliam, who ſerled thar 
Eſtate and 3000.1. yearly per anum more, vpon his onely ſonn and Heyre named 
Vril.izm Conrten,by a ſecond;wife the Daughter of Mr, Moſes Tryan.\W hich layd Wilham 
the ſonn and Heyre married with the lady Karharine , daughter of the right Ho..

rable : Ichn Farle of Bridgwater , by PE. he had a ſonn and heyre , mamed Willa 
allo; who now lives in France upon a ſmall Eſtate in money, having not a foor 
of land in Ezg/444 cicher out of his fathers, or grandfathers large pollefſions and 
inbcritances. 

Tix Cheifeſt part of Sr. 1illkam Conrtems perſonall Eftate, gained by the linnen 
trade, is reſting in the hands of the ſonns and heyres of Peter Boudatn of _—_— 
Merchant, who dealt in company with him , as appeares by the ballance © 
the books kept in England to be 1226449. |. 16, 1.8. d. Sterling dueto the joynr ſtock 
Wheteof $r. YV//hkam had two third parts, yet the ſayd monies , cannor be gotren 
from them out of Zealand, pretending { againſt all ſence and reaſon ) they are ac- 
quitted and diſcharged by the treaty ar Breda from all claymes accounts debts and 
demands whatſoever, Nevertheleſs , the hopes and expeRations of the heyre & 
the creditors are, that his Majeſty wil atlaſt appear himſelfe ro doe them right, con. 
ecrning the ſayd accounts, in Zealand, and revive the old and continued clayme of 
Sr. Vi il'iam Courten effeually to the Island of Barbades , by {ctling a reaſonable 
quirt rent vpon a ſurvey out of every acre, in Compenſation of Sr. YYiliam Cour« 
zens, originall right and propriety , or in liew thereof the foure and half p. cent : 
arriſing out of the groweth of the-layd Iſland, the one Moyety for the benefit of

The Charafter of Sr. Pant Pyndar, 


] N the year 1566. the fayd Sir Panl Pyndar was borne at: Wellinzbrongh in the 
county of Northamptcn , of honeſt parents; where the family had continnued' 
with a competent Eſtare for ſome hundred of years together, His father ha. 
ving bredd him at (chole fir for the univerfity , his ſonn rather inclyned to be a. 
tradeſman ; wherefote he ſent him ro Londen z where he was bound an Appren- 
tice, at the age of 17. years unto Mr, oha Paruih an Italian Merchant, who 
ſcnt him after he had ſerved half his time ro be his faftor at Yeme; where he 
ſerved our the reſt, and then having great comiſſtons , both from his Maſter 
and divers others, of the moſt trading Kingdomes, he continued in Jzally and: 
parts adjacent, for the ſpace of fifteen years, or thereaboutrs , rrading upon his: 
owne account and comiſſions ; wherc he gott a very plentifull Eſtate : Then re- 
rurned into England. where after he had traced five years longer, and appearing: 
rhe moſt Emminent Merchant upon the Exchang borh fort experience, Eſtate,, 
perſon, and languages, the Takety company in the year 1611. importuned 
King lames to ſend him Ambaſlador to rhe Grand Senior art Conffantineple ; which 
hi ———— after much ſolicitations he imbraced\, to the great fatisfaftion of 
the King, and the Turkey company. In whoſe ſervice he continued nine years, 
where by his good conduct, he much improved the Lava trade and manufactu. 
res of Envland, which had been ——_ by the french and dutch. Afﬀrer” 
his rerurne from the Embaſſie, in the year 1620. King 1ames ottered him to- be: 
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Liverenant of the Tower , Which he modeſtly refuſed ; but upon the perſwaſion 
of Sr. 1V/illrzm Cotkhayne , and Sr. Arthur Ingram , he was brought to be one of the 
farmors of the Cuſtomes, and to advance monies for ſupplyecs of the !are Kings 
neceſlary occaſions ; and to furnish the crown with Jewells ro his infinite loſs 
and prejudice, Nevertheleſs he manifeſted his loyalty to that degree rowards the 
preſervation of the Royall family, that he ſent ſeverall conſiderable ſumms of 
money in Gold to the late King Charles at Oxford by Madam lane 1horewoed in 
the years 26 4.3. and 164 4. for tranſportation of the Queen , and her children, 
which his now Majeſty hath often and larely acknowledged for a moſt acceprable 
ſervice. | 

William Toomes and Richard Lanz, his Cashiers , and accomprants, caſt up Sr, P auf 
Pyndars Eſtate in the year 16 39. which conliſted in ready meney, Allome, and 
good debts , upon raillies, and obligations from noble men and others at Courr , 
which amounted then to the ſum of 215 600, |. Sterling , a great part whereof 
was imployed in the ſole manufacture of Allome, for which Allome Farme , 
Sr. Paul Pynlar payd Annually 12000. I. Sterling rent to the crowne, for twenty 
eight years ſucceſſively. A branch of the publique revenue, lately extinquished, 
under the notion of a monopoly. And that ſtaple comodity of rhe groweth 
and manufacture of En2lan4 expoſed to under values , for want of a due regula. 
tion in trade. Sr, Paul Pynder was obliged by the grant from the King , to furnish 
the Cittie of Lonos and all parts of Englanl with Allom ar twenty pounds a 
ron, and to tranſport rhe over plus which he did in great quantities into Holland, 
France , Hambur ;h and other parts to the advantage and benefit of the King and 
kindome, 

This manufacture of allome, was firſt brought out of lzaly, in thoſe parts un. 
der the Popes temporal] jurisdiction, and ſer on worke by an Italian, a freind 
of Sr. Paul Pyn1ers in King lames his time ; who much incouraged the making 
thereof , and ſer up the firſt pans coppers and materials in Yorkshire at the char- 
ge of the crowne. Before that time all Allom was imported, into Fng/an4 out of 
the Popes territories , at fixty pounds Sterling a tonn , under the name of Ro- 
man Allome vulgarly called roach Allome, that raiſed a conſiderable yearly re- 
verenue to the Pope. 

There remaines nothing viſſible at this time, to the family of Sr. Paul Pynder, 
out of all thoſe great acquiſitions, bur his memory in graven with modelt Ca- 
rafters, upon a black marble ſtome, over his grave in $ Butzolphs church, withour 
Bishops gate London,in thoſe ſorrow full days when de dycd; the Epitaph is as follows, 


Sr. Paul Pyndar, Ambaſſador, to the Turkish Em- 
perour anno 1611. and reſident there g. years, faith- 
fall in negociations, forrain and domeſtick , Eminent 
fer Piety , Charity, Loyalty and Prudence. An in» 
habitanr, 26, years in this Parish. A Bountifall Be- 
nefaftor, deceaſed the 22, of Augult 1650, Aged 8 4. 
Yeats. 
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VVilliam Toomes his Executor , made probat of in Sr. Pavl Pyndar his laſt will, and 
teſtament ; wherein amongſt other legacies he bequeathed ſeven thouſand pounds 

to the Hoſpitalls i” London and Southwarke, The {ayd Toomes Exhibited an Inven - 

tory , but could nor gett in the Eſtate, moſt parte thereof being upon rallies, 

and aſſignments upon diverſs colle&ions which were diverted to other uſes, and 

many of the noble men being inſolvent, he diſcharged the workmen a remaynder of 
ten thoaſand pounds expended by $Sr.Paut Pynders in hislife time upon the Porch of $2, 
Payh churcn in L:non on the fourh ſyde. Bur Mr. Toom:s finding ſuch a vaſt 

Eſtate foe intangled , and his expeCtations ſoc fruſtrated , he had nor a ſpirir ro 

beat his afflitions , therefore layd violent hands upon hinfelfe in the year 1655, 

ahd was found a fe's de ſe. W hereupoh , Sr. VVilham Powell trooke our Letters of Ad- 

miniſtration with the will annexed, and during his time imployed me in Hoſ- 

laxd to look after his intereſt in the ships Boys Fſþrranza and Henery Bona Advei'ure 

and to gett in ſome debrs upon the Allome account from lon Abeels, bur J re- 

turned into Ex-land re wnfetla in the year 1661. 

Then } importuned Mr. Carew, who had Sr. Eapard Lntletons intereſt in the 
ſayd Ships, and a very conſiderable debt of his owne incumbent upon Sr. Paul 
Pyndars Eſtate , to Satisfie Sr. Villiam Powell and take upon himſelfe the ſole admi- 
niſtcation , whereupon after ſome inquiries, and incouragments at whire hall, 
from his freinds that he had then there, and the concluſion of the treaty between 
the King and the States Generall , in the year 1662. the ſayd Myr, Carew fold his 
land in YVortefter Shire ro 4r Thomas Foley as aforeſaid for 3800. |. whereby he (a- 
tified and payd Sr. VVilliam P:w If and others and tooke upon himſelfe r & fayd 
adminiſtration accordingly.

Theſc moſt inſo!ent and Ingratefull creatures were nor content to invade the ports and 
harbours of England, but they would invade the laws and Starures of Frzlend, Then ſeing it 
jould not take, and that English men could nor digeſt fyer, they inlifted upon a ſeperate 
rticle that Rhenish wines and all other goods comming downe the Rhyme out of Germeny 
to their Country should be conſtrued to be of the groweth of Holland ( which yeilds nothing 
pf value Exceprting turfe, burrer and checſc) bur how that will confilt with the at of Na- 
igation , whereby English ſcamen and their 5hips ought to be imployed for importing all thoſe 
poods Whereof the conſumption is made in England, J leave ir ro the Judgment and 
determination of others. 
It was rhe great wiſdome and Pollicie of our forcfathers , when they eſtablished rhe poſſi. 
ive laws of nations, to provide againſt Spoyles and depredations at fea, Upon the fame 
prounds our Anceſtors in Erglend, framed the ſpeciall writs in the old law books for the bct- 
er incouragment of trade and navigation, foreſccing the perverls nature of mankind ; in ma- 
cing reſtitution and reparations ( for ſpoyles and injuries upon the ſeas) in maritime townes 
broad, where the treſpaſlers are both Judges and parties. And to {upply the force of thoſe 
cits , the tame ſtatute of E&yard the third, which ſuſpended them in lome caſes, provided 
har the perfe&t remedy of marque or Repriſalls should be applycd in liew thereof withour 

cipe, to prevent a fayler of juſtice in a nation which was cyer very render of right and 
xroperty', being an Iſland ſupported by trade and commerce, | 
You may expe the Arguments of thoſe learned men that ſigned the plea , mencioned 
the 34. Parragraph and10* page hereof ro come forth ſuddainly in print by way of an 
ppendix, (although the Lord Chancelor Finch had nor patience to hear them in due rime )

Hoping thar the 
Eyes and Eares of tie officers and Miniſters of ſtare juſtice, will at lenght be 
opened for the preſervation of his Majeſtys Honour, ati$rhe Honour and repu- 
ration of the Crowne and knigdome, by complying; witf*the humble addrefles and 
propolalls of the Creditors ro perperuare the memory of S9{'1illiam Conrren and Sr, 
Panl Fya1er. That their ſtatues may be fert vp in marbRyhder rhe Pyazes of the 
Royall Exchang. Sr, William Conrtens , at the end of the Bi#ados Walke of the one 
ſyde; And Sr. Paut Pyndars at the End of the Tarkey Wake of the other {yde for 
incouragments , to all Merchants in furure ages , ro ral Examples by them, for 
loyalty and Fidelitie ro their king and Country.
